“hounded” by the police. The restau- 
rant furnishings alone are worth about 
$1500. Apparently the Jap thinks they 
have been confiscated. His offense was 
only a minor one, and he probably 
would have escaped with a $25 fine. 
Some Japs refuse to believe they 
have violated any laws. They will not 
understand that it is the city’s bDuasl- 
ness to find out how many persons 
sleep under one roof, so long as they 
are In a building and not on the street.

The compiainant is seeking to secure 
damages from the associations for an 
alleged infringement of a patent 
process for bleaching nuts. Already 
the case against the Fullerton associa- 
tion has been decided in favor of the 
complainant. 

Damages were assessed in a large 
amount by @ special master. An ap- 
peal has been taken from this finding 
to the Circuit Court of Appeals. It) 
will be months before any decision ts 
reached by the higher court.

BULLETS DON'T 
STOP ACTION. 


Now Court Makes Peremp- 
tory Trial Order. 


Williams Will Have to Show 
Right to Ranch. 


Reid Still Lives to Fight for 
Home. 


Barring holidays, & case which has 
been pending for a year, replete with 
human interest and dramatic points, 
will come to trial in Department Five 
of the Superior Court tomorrow. 

The action is that brought by aged 
William Reid, to recover title to his 
home, against C. B_ Williams, a rea! es- 
tate and insurance agent in this city. 
Williams was an intimate acquaintance 
of William J. McKinley, nephew of the 
octogenarian, who now is serving 4 
ten-year sentence in State prison for 
an assault upon his aged uncle with in- 
tent to commit murder. 

Few situations, even in the Criminal 
Department of the Superior Court, 
have been more dra iatic than the im- 
pulsive appeal of the old man to Judge 
Smith, for leniency for the misguided 
simpleton who had shot him five times 


in the hez.J. 

The trial of McKinley ended May 2%. 
Learned counsel which defended him, 
though he was without funds of his 
own, had tried to throw discredit on 
the old man’s story that he had been 
shot at all, in spite of his mangled and 
sightiess eye and the scars on his face, 
because there was no surgeon to testify 
to having extracte. any of the bullets. 
Wherefore, during the noon recess of 
court May 23, the old man had gone to 
the Receiving Hospital to vndergo an 
eperation which resulted in the finding 
of @ flattened leaden bullet in his head, 
above the right temple. 

Weak from the operation, bowed by 
the weight of his eighty years, he yet 
held his bandaged head high while at- 
torneys Allender and Sturges cross-ex- 
amined him scornfully. 

“They are trying to make me teil 
lies,” the witness said in indignant ap- 
peal to the judge. 

And then, at the close of his testi- 
mony, he implored Judge Smith: 

“He was obliged to do this shooting, 
judge. Be easy on hir as you can.” 

FIGHTS FOR HIS RIGHTS. 

The civil suit, by which the old man 
hoped to regain title to his four-acre 
ranch on the Santa Monica line, just 
beyond the city limita, was filed in the 
Superior Court November 16, 1906. Soon 
afterward Reid's nephew, McKiniey, 
who had been staying with Williams at 
times, went out to the little ranch and 
raised some trouble with his uncle, 
finally attacking him. For this the 
weak-witted young man was ordered 
by Justice Pierce to keep away from 
the ranch. 

December 14 McKinley went again, 
with a 22-caliber revolver which he had 
purchased a few days before, arriving 
late at night at his uncle's home. He 
knocked at the door, and the old man 
»@mitted him. The shooting followed 
without a word being spoken, accord- 
ing to Reid's testimony. The old man 
fell. and lay weltering in his blood all 
niet. 

In the morning McKinley and C. B. 
Williams drove out to the ranch, and 
found the old man still alive, cared for 
by neighbors who had found him. 

“Fatally injured,” ran the headlines 
in the papers. But Reid lived to send 
his nephew to the pen, though with 
seeming unwillingness. He has lived 
until now. and tomorrow Villiams must 
face him in court.

STRANGE STORY. 

The title of the case is “William Reid 
vs C. B. Williams, the Union Trust 
Company and the German-American 
Savings Banks.” A strange story is told 
fn the compiaint, which charges that 
Williams never paid a dollar of his 
own to secure his alleged title to the 


little ranch. | 

“Prior July 14, 1906.” runs the 
complaint, “the title of the property 
was vested in Joseph Wannvop to secure 
a loan of $3500. From January 1 to 
July 14 Cc. B. Williams, falsely ani 
fraudulently, and fu the purpose of ob- 
taining the record title, to defraud plain- 
tiff of the property. represented that 
Joseph Wannop was attempting to dis- 
pose of the said property for his own 
benefit.” 

Jaseph Wennop, who appears to have 
been a friend in need to William Reid 
in his 1 ibulation and poverty, was not 
aware of what was going on, it seems. 

According to the complaint, a deed 
transferring the property from Joseph 
Wannop to ©, B. Willlams was pre- 
pared, to be executed and placed in the 
hands of the Los Angeles Abstract and 
Trust Cofhpany until Williams should 
pay the sum of $3500 to Wannop. The 
latter signed the instrument, at the bid- 
ding of Reid, July 14, and on the same 
date, the complaint related, $3500 was 
pald by the German-American Savings 
Rank to Wannop, Williams secured the 
deed and had it recorded. 

| GETS CONTROL. 

Williams, the complaint declares, had 
promised to hold the deed only as se- 
eurity for the $3500 which he claimed to 
have paid to Wannop. 

An attempt on the part of Williams 
to pell part of the property to “John 
Doe,” it is alleged, caused the filing of 
the suit, thus preventing the purposed 


Bare. 
It i¢ claimed that Williams secured 


the $3600 on a deed fof trust to the same 
property, deposited in the German- 
American Savings Bank, and did not 
aavance any money of his own. 

The compiaint relates that one Carne, 
October 1, 1906, made Reid an offer 
of $10,500 for the piace, and that Reid 
then sought Willia ss and asked him 
to come to an attorney's office for the 
purpose of receiving payment of the 
loan and releasing the property. WI!- 
liams agreed to go, but did not. An- 
other offer was made, ft is alleged, to 
pay Williams the amount of the loan, 
with intere t as agreed, and he refused. 

The complaint asks that Williams be 
compelled to come inte court, with 
representatives of the German-Ameri- 
can Savings Bank, to receive the 
money, and that Williams be forever 
enjoined from asserting any claim to 
title In the property.

XPERT CROOKS 
IN THE TOILS. 


TWO CRACKSMEN ARRESTED BY 
CLEVER DETECTIVES. 


Men Whe Have Been Robbing 
Houses in Residence Districts Cap- 
tured—Both Have Criminal Records 
and One Has Been Out of Prison 
Lees Than a Month. 


—_— 


Detectives Home and Chapman yes- 
terday made one of the most important 
captures of the year in the arrest of 
Cc. F. Puckett and George Bowers, ex- 
convicts and burglars, who were want- 
ed for the robbery of the home of C. 
C. Maxon, No. 68) South Burlington 
avenue. 

Both men, according to the statement 
from headquarters, have confessed to 
the burglary and to other crimes about 
Los Angeles and San Francisco. A 
ti.legram from San Francisco yester- 
day stated that Bowers was one of the 
smoothest men in the West. Captain 
of Detectives Martin of San Francisco 
further warned the local officials that 
Puckett is considered one of the most 
expert burglars in the State. 

Both men are of good appearance, 
good looking and well dressed. They 
are not considefed in the ranks of the 
ordinary crook, but are looked upon as 
artists in their trade. 

Bowers was released from the State 
Penitentiary at San Quentin, October 7. 
He came directly to Los Angeles. At 
San Francisco a close watch was kept 
for him, as it was thought he would 
try some work in the confusion of the 
northern city. 

The tourists of Los Angeles appealed 
to Bowers, as did certain information 
said to have been furnished him by 
John Lewis, a Los Angeles boy, whe 
was sent to San Quentin on a nine- 
year term, several months ago. Lewis, 
it is thought, supplied the information 
because Bowers upon his arrival here 
immediately took up the game just 
where Lewis and two of his confed- 
erates left it off. 

Less than a week after his arrival 
in Los Angeles, Bowers was spotted by 
Detective Home. Home went to hear 
the Milan grand opera sing “Il Trova- 
tore.” Bowers is passionately fond of 
music. He is a Jew, and music has 
caused him to take desperate chances 
before. Also, Bowers is passionately 
fond of other people's jewelry.

In the meantime, Detectives 
Chapman and Home are trying to con- 
nect the two men with other robberies 
committed recently in Los Angeles. 


COURT IN A COOP. 


Justice Austin Assigned to a Room 
Little Better Than a Large 
Closet. 


By an act of the City Council last 
week, Police Justice Austin has been 
relegated to a small room at the 
Police Station with a space just 10x10, 
in which to hold court, deal out Jjus- 
tice and sentence criminals.

work done by the agricultural depart- 
ments of the national and State 


Swindlers claim an indorsement by 
some department or some person con- 
mected therewith. There is not an agri- 
cultural department which has not 
placed the emphasis of its message to 
the farmer upon the great gain in re- 
suits to be had from the careful selec- 
tion of seed—whether in corn, in the 
emailer grains, in cotton or in grasses, 
clovers and the forage crops. There 
are few, if any, lines of recent experi- 
ment and research along which such 


fmpro 

img new varieties. In this one particu- 
lar the work of the national and State 
experiment stations has made a new 
chapter in the agricultura! history o 
this country and has worked a poten- 
tial revolution in productiveness of the 
tiliable acres of the United States. 

The men actually in charge of these 
experiments are so much the best, 
safest and most disinterested authori- 
ties on the new varieties of field, or- 
chard and garden crops worthy of pur- 
chese, that their advice should be 
sought. Since their salaries are paid 
by the nation and States, part of their 
recognized work is to give information, 
and nowhere in the worl is there a 
body of men more courteous or ready 
to be useful to those for whom they 
work—the American farmer. They will 
nearly always advise farmers to se- 
cure standard seeds, trees and plants 
already used in the neighborhood, or if 
new kinds are to be chosen these men 
will advise which of many new candi- 
Gates for favor they should risk on 
their high-priced iands instead of 
kinds known to give good crops. 

In the light of four years later a 
man who would grossly overstate the 
prospective yields of a “billion-dollar 
grass,” not only securing the farmer's 
money, but inducing him to plant his 
land to a crop less productive of value 
than the crop he would otherwise con- 
tinue to grow, is a business pirate. 

The experiment stations and State 
and United States departments of Ag- 
riculture, State horticulture societies, 
field crop breeders’ societies, the 
American Breeders’ Association, and 
similar organizations, are rapidly de- 
veloping the testing of standard, new- 
ly introduced and newly bred varieties, 
so that they are able to advise far- 
mere which varieties to use in their 
regular business planting and which 
are valuable to experiment with in a 
smal] way.

They are coming to insist for them- 
selves, for the domestic seedsman and 
nursery man and for the foreign seed 
house that the varieties must be 
tested within each state before they 
will endorse them. Seea vendors are 
greéually coming to see that they 
must. get into line with the efficient 
and vigorous public seed service, and 
that they must sell only seeds which 
will produce wealth. A genera! labe!l-

PHOENIX (Ariz.) Oct. 21.—Last win- 
ter it was confidently expected that 
Arizona would lead the procession of 
copper producers for 1907 and that her 
production would be far greater than 


gone glimmering, and the prospect now 
is that almost every important copper 
mine in Arizona will be shut down for 
the winter. A few months ago it was 
hard to find miners for the extraction 
of the copper ores of Arizona, and the 
spirit of the laboring man was exalted 
and likewise his wage.

The Large Amount That Labor Se- 
cures from Railroads Shown 
by Table. 
Bradstreet's:] The three main claim- 
ants upon the revenues of che railroads 
of the United States are labor, capital 
and government. According to the lat- 
est available statistics, the expendi- 
tures for these three sharers, In the 
form of wages. dividends and taxes, 
averaged %$1.391,000,.900 yearly for the 
last five years. Of this total the em- 


cers and all kinds of labor, received 
57.3 per cent. For dividends and 
interest paid to capital the 
average disbursements were 48 
per cent.. and the bill of the tax 
collector for all political divisions was 
4.7 per cent. The table below, which 
we take from the Wal! Street Journal, 
gives the totals for each of these lines 
of expenditure between 1902 and 1906, 
inclusive, as reported by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission:

railroads. The other third not repre- 
sented is held tn the form of working 


capital, of surplus and other undistrib- 


uted resources. The annual disburee- 
ments of the tw. thirds here under dis- 


cussion comprise a series of financial 


operations of the most intimate rela- 
tion to the communities concerned. The 
wage payment or earnings of employés 
in 1906 was $991,000,000, having increased 
$225,000,000, or over 33 per cent., since 
1902; while dividends and interest, or 
the share which capita! gets, increased 
27 per cent.. and the share of taxes 41 
per cent. The number of employés of 
railroads has increased during this pe- 
riod from 1.189.315 to 1,521,355 persons, 


or nearly a third. The total amount 
of disbursements to the credit of la- 


bor has kept pace with the gain in 
numbers. The rewards to capital have 
gained somewhat less, while the 
amount of taxes has increased more 
rapidiy than either of the other partici- 


pants.

The Apprenticeship Question. 

The regulations of labor unions for 
the restriction of the number of ap- 
prentices has the effect of ultimately 
reducing the number of skilled work- 
men. The fact appears to be lost sight 
of (perhaps purposely for the present 
advantage of unionites,) that in time 
both the specialist and the all-around 
workman must be replac with oth- 
ers competent to take thelr places. But 
as union rules prohibit the employ- 
ment of but a limited number ef ap- 
prentices to #0 many journ 
where are they to come from? This is 
one of the reasons why the open shop 
must be maintained, that the inde- 
pendent workman and his children 
may have the chance in life that is his 
by birth. Recently fifteen mechanics 
in an Indianapolis shop wenton strike 
because the firm employed a _ third 
apprentice. The concern to 
discharge the young man, and the 
shop is open today. In the families of 
those fifteen men there were twenty- 
seven boys. According to the limita- 
tions prescribed by the union, not one 
of those twenty-seven boys could go 
into the shop and learn the trade of 
his father. If other trades held simi- 
lar barriers against them, what is to 
become of these boys? They are not 
fitted or constituted to take up the 
study of a profession. They must 


either Lecome poorly paid laborers or 


mendicants upon the community. Such 
a union regulation is not fair to the 
members themselves, and is an in- 
stance where unionists need to be 
saved from themselves for the benefit 
of the whole community. Next to the 
workers themselves, the part of our 
population most interested In tndus- 
trial training are the producers, the 
manufacturers, men who are, as «& 
rule, the employers of labor. If we 
are to have successful manufacture 
in this country, if we are to produce 
articles which will hold their own for 
intrinsic value in the markets of the 
world, we must have skill, and skili 
of the highest order. Skill comes only 
by training: and training, both theo- 
retical and practical, must be the ba- 
sis for creating the skilled worker.

and the laws.

A Trip THROUGH IT ON Aa SOUDAN GOvV- 
ERNMENT STEAMER.

ADY HALFA.—For the past two days I have 
been steaming up the Nile, above Egypt, through 
one of the oldest lands of the globe. I have 
been traveling through the country which belonged to 
Noah's grandson, Cush, and which, in later days, was 
known to the Greeks and Romans as Ethiopia. The 
Egyptians called it Nubia, from their word noub, which 
means gold, and it is known that a large part of the 
gold of ancient times came from it. There are miners 
working in it today. It has been recently parceled out 
by the government to three English syndicates, with 


capital ranging from $250,000 to $1,500,000, and one of 


these companies, known as the Soudan Goldfield Lim- 
ited, has already sunk three shafts in the ancient work- 
ings of Om Nabardi and is now building a railroad, to 
connect them with the government line which crosses 
the desert from Wady Halfa to Abu Hamid. 

Ancient Nubia had a considerable population, and it 
was noted for its riches and power. It was something 
of a country at about the time the pyramids were built, 
and in tie most prosperous days of old Egypt it had 
large towns and magnificent temples dedicated to the 
worship of the Egyptian gods.

The ruins today are well eorth a visit. Some of the 
structures have a forest of polumns about them, and 
the Kiosk, which is known ag Pharaoh's bed, is one of 
the most beautiful of the Egyptian temples. The stones 
of which Philae is built are of great size. They prob- 
ably came from the Assouan quarries, or it may be ¢rom 
the granite rocks in the desert about. That region is 
almost all granite. I rode for about thirty mites on 
donkey-back over it, making my way through the des- 


ert in and out of granite boulfiers, worn smooth by the< 


sandstorms of thousands of years. The rocks are of 
all shapes and are so piled\up, one on another, as to 
make one think that the gods had used them as building 
material. Here one stands high over those surrounding 
it as though on a pedestal: there others are massed like 
fortifications, and again they rise in towers. 


During my stay there I visited the Assouan quarries, 
the great stone yards from whith the obe...«s were tak- 
en and from which came the mighty statues of Ra- 
meses and the stone blocks of 'the greatest of the The- 
ban temples. The quarries today are much the same as 
they were when the Egyptians left them two or three 
thousand years ago. One can'see the marks of their 
wedges on the rocks and the markings of the old stone- 
cutters are plain. In one place there is an obelisk hal 
finished lying on its side, just as the masons of the 
Pharaohs left it ages ago. When the stones were got- 
ten out for the Assouan Dam the Italian workmen used 
many of the blocks which the ancient Egyptian me- 
chanics had begun to cut; and indeed that great granite 
structufe was made in partnership by two sets of me- 
chanics who were born thousands of years apart.

SACRED CATTLE IN TEXAS. 
The herd of Burmese sacred cattle which “Tom” 
O’Connor, a prominent stockman of this region, im- 
ported direct from India about two years .ago, has done 


| so well that these cattle will soon be found upon many 
| of the ranches of Southwest Texas. 


They were brought 
to Texas with the special idea that they could be used 
to advantage in improving the breeds of the native cat- 
tle. A. P. Borden, of Pierce, Tex., and other represent- 
ative cattlemen of the Gulf Coast region, made a per- 
sonal] investigation of the Burmese sacred cattle in In- 
dia before the experiment of bringing them over here 
was tried. 

A shipload of the odd-looking animals was brought

O’Connor, near here, they attracted the widest atten- 


ip the flies of Egypt, they are probably the descend- tion among cattlemen. They are still the objects of 


much curiosity, and cattlemen come long distances to 


see them and to make personal inquiry as to the success 
Mr. O'Connor is more than satisfied 


It is said to have been fully demonstrated that these 
cattle are immune from the “tick” fever. This fact is 
of itself a point sufficiently strong to recommend the 
adoption of the cattle upon al! of the ranches where the 
peculiar malady is encountered. The claim is made that 
not only are the native Burmese cattle immune from 
this fever, but that they transmit the immunity to their 
offspring, and that it is found in the half-breeds as well 
as the thoroughbreds. 

There is a hardiness about the Burmese sacred cattle 
that is said to fit them peculiarly for range life. It is 
believed that they will be able to ‘withstand the severest 
kind of weather without serious losses, and that they 
are well fitted for the ranches of the more northern por- 


tions of the State, and even of Oklahoma and Kansas. 


The terrific heat of summer and the varjous insect pests 
of the Gulf Coast region do not seem to affect them ad- 
versely. Their skins are tough and are apparently im- 
pervious to all insects pests, such as ticks, mosquitoes 
and flies. | 

As a beef animal the claim is made that the Burmese 
are the equal of any of the breeds of cattle commonly 
found upon the ranches. They fatten, easily, and their 
flesh is particularly well flavored. When crossed with 
other breeds the mixture is an improved animal both as 
to standard of weight and other portant qualities, it 
is claimed. 

The Burmese cattle are docile and domestic by nature. 
Their chief characteristic in the matter of personal ap- 
pearance is a large hump which fs situated. just above 
their shoulder blades upon the front part of their backs.

N California's wonderland nothing is more interest- 


ing or wonderful than the Sequoia gigantea, which 

grows along Sierra Nevada's slopes and its lesser 
cousin Sequoia sempervirens, inhabiting the lands near 
the coast around Santa Cruz. “What is the meaning 
of sequoia?” | asked a judge. “It is undoubtedly of 
Latin derivation, but I fail to remember its significance,” 
was the judicial reply. The physician declared it “well- 
chosen scientific nomenclature,” and stopped. A man 
on the street said he “guessed it was the name of the 
fellow that discovered the trees,” so | came to the con- 
clusion that but dew know, and yet the story is inter- 
esting. 

A long time ago, as the story books say, there lived 
near famous old Fort London, in East Tennessee, noi 
far from the Georgia line, a very great man of whom not 
one American in a hundred has ever heard. Joseph 
Guess, or Sequoia, a half-breed Cherokee Indian, was 
born in 1760,-and possessed qualities which would have 
made him great at any period or among any people in 
the world’s history. Combined with a powerful creative 
intellect were indomitable energy, application, persis- 
tence, that no discouragement could effect, and a firm 
confidence in his own ability to overcome all obstacles. 


In his youth he acquired distinction in his tribe as a 


craftsman in silver, his handiwork showing not only 


technical skill in execution, but unusual ingenuity and. 


originality of design. 

It was not, however, until 1809 that he began the work 
that was to entitle him to a place among the earth's 
truly great. In that year Sequoia’s ambition was fired 


. by the knowledge that. the whites had a method of com- 


munication by means of writing and books, and set out 
to devise a written language for his own people—when 
it is realized that Sequoia was illiterate, knew not a 
single letter of the English alphabet, had no basis in 
his own language to build upon” the stupendous difficul- 
ties of the task he set for himsel¢é may well be imagined. 
He began his great work without a doubt of his ultimate 
success, with the superb faith that belongs only to the 
great. From an old English spelling-book he copied al! 
the letters, giving to each a sound, modified some of the 
letters he found, invented others until he had eighty-five 
characters, by means of which might be expressed ev- 
ery sound in the Cherokee language. Not only would 
this have been impossible with owr alphabet, but so 
simple was the system that any one speaking Cherokee 
might within a week or two learn to read and write it. 
There are not lacking learned and distinguished philolo- 
gists who unhesitatingly declare that Sequoia’s alphabet 
is the most perfect ever devised for any language. 

He had at first the usual expernence of inventors: 
Shafts of ridicule were aimed at him, and he even re- 
ceived violent abuse from many of his tribesmen for his 
attempts to introduce this remarkable innovation, but 
his triumph came in 1821 in California. He was then 
61 years of age, when a council! of Cherokee chiefs for- 
mally adopted his invention. Soon a printing press was 
established and quite a large and varied literature was 
its fruit, whila even a newspaper was printed in Cher- 
okee by the aid of Sequoia’s alphabet. 

The desire for learning among the Cherokee was re- 
markable, so much so that in a very few months after 
the invention was given to the nation, thousands of its 
members could read and write. Considering the difficul- 
ties of his undertaking and that his invention raised a 
people from illiteracy, I think we are safe in writing the 
old chief who died full of honors, far from home in 
Mexico, one of the greatest of American 

Tennessee has given to the world many great men, 
Presidents Jackson, Polk and Johnson standing in the 
forefront. The nation they served has become one of 
the first of the earth, and so their names are known of 
all men. The people toward whose uplifting Sequola 
spent his life are scattered to the four winds of heaven. 
Only a remnant remains, and in a few more generations 
they will be but a memory, and his achievement will be 
known only to the curious. 

The old chief's Ife work was not in vain. No life of 
unselfish devotion ever is. A great American scientist 
with a soul attuned to the fitness of things Latinized the 
Indian name to Sequoia and gave it to Callfornia’s great 
trees. And what name for the greatest of American 
growths could be more appropriate than that of one of 
the greatest of America’s early race? 

Scientists tell us some of these trees are thousands of 
years old. Everything that lived In all the earth when 
they were young has long since passed away. But there 
are young Ones coming on under the shadow of their 
alders, and so, is it beyond the range of probability that 
a dozen centuries her ce some broken and discouraged 
traveler resting under the gracious shade shall ask the 
reason for the beautiful name Sequola, and hearing, be- 
come uplifted and stimulated to do noble things through 
the story of the humble red man who by unselfish deyo- 
tion became great.

And so Standard Oi! took stock of the newcomer. 

They found Mr. Rogers, Jr., a very modest sort of 
young fellow, fresh from college, without any exagger- 
ated ideas of his own importance, which is quite a rare 
trait in younger graduates. He entered with Columbia 
‘01, but did not graduate because he had decided to get 
married. Married students are not accepted at any big 
college, not even if they are the sons of millionaires. 

And it was that very marriage that showed young 
Rogers to have some of the pluck and some of the de- 
termination of his resolute, iron-willed father. The girl 
he married was dowerless, but a beauty. "Position she 
had, to be sure—Mrs. Rogers is the grand-daughter of 
Park Benjamin—and a wealth of vivacity and savoir 
faire, but she came to him dowerless. 

They met twetve years ago in Fairhaven, Mass., where 


$1,000,000. And it was right in that prim little New 
England town where he was born and where he drove a 
grocer’s cart that he began building his great fortune, 
today put down at $75,000,000. 

“Harry,” as his tntimates call him, was only a boy of 
16 then. Miss Mary Benjamin, then 17, was just bud- 
ding into womanhood. Her mother was dead; she was 
under the chaperonage of Mrs. Wiliam Benjamin, her 
aunt by marriage, young Mr. Rogers’ eldest sister. And 
it was a case of love at first sight, for this beardless boy 
and pretty girl. They yachted, fisned, drove, rode to- 
gether. Mr. Rogers soon learned the state of affairs, 
and when the time came, said the regulation “Bless you, 
my children!” and handed over $400,000 in Standard 
Oil certificates as a present for his son against his wed- 
ding day. 

They were married on November 7, 1900, at the Benja- 
min home, No. 46 East Seventy-fourth street, New 
York, when the boy was just turned 21. They went 
abroad for a honeymoon, which lasted through the win- 
ter. Finally, when young Mr. Rogers brought back his 
bride he at once took his place in that great machine at 
No. 26 Broadway, eventually to @ssume his father’s place 
when the time shou!ld come, as come it has, apparently, 
already. 

Evidently he found business far more fun than soci- 
ety. True, he could give Nttle dinners at his pretty 
country house in Tuxedo, -and sometimes he entertained 
modestly at his town house, No. 26 East Fifty-seventh 
street, New York, but it wasn't the eternal round of 
dinper, dance, bridge and _ roulette, house party and 
yachting cruise of the average man of inherited wealth. 

Rogers, Sr., noted what Rogers, Jr., was doing, and 
saw that all was well. So, step by step, the young man 
was conducted into great enterprises. He was made di-- 
rector in Amalgamated Copper to watch out for his 
father’s interests first and last and all the time. He did 
wonderfully well. “The boy is going to make good,” 
was the dictum of more than one magnate whose own. 
son had chosen the butterfly life instead of the workaday 
one. 

Then another directorship, and another, and another, 
until young Mr. Rogers represents his father and Stand- 
ard Oil today in seven great enterprises—Amalgamated, 
the Atjantic Coast Electric Railway, the Atlas Track 
Company, the New Jersey and Staten Island Ferry Com-< 
pany, the Richmond Light and Ratiroad Company, the 
Southfield Beach Railroad Company, and the Staten 
Island Midland Railway Company, of which last he ts 
president, besides being treasurer ihn four others and 
vice-president of one. 

Now, like most other young men of parts, Rogers, Jr., 

has a hobby. And that hobby is the military. All his 
business energies were expended quietly. The public 
knew nothing of the young man’s many directorships. 
But in 1904 when H. H. Rogers, Jr., was unanimously 
elected a second lieutenant in Company A, of the Twelfth 
Regiment of the New York National Guard, then the 
fact that H. H. Rogers, Sr., had a son of real flesh and 
blood became publicly known. 
The Twelfth New York is a peculiar organization. It 
is composed of all sorts and conditions of men, from mil- 
lionaires to hod carriers. It is run on regular army 
lines. Popularity counts for nothing. To gain a com- 
mission a man must have education and executive abil- 
ity. Young Rogers proved himself worthy of his elec- 
tion by passing a splendid technical examination in 
tactics and the art of war. 

He wasn’t permitted to be a junior subaltern long. A 
year later he was chosen by Company C to be its first 
lieutenant. He passed a second and harder examina- 
tion with flying colors. Nor was this all. Early this 
year when Gov. Hughes ordered an eleventh company— 
Company L—to be added to the Twelfth Regiment, it 
was young Rogers who was detailed to take up the work. 
From nothing he evolved a large and prosperous com- 
y—so much for his training in doing things just as

His name 
is up for the more exclusive Union Club, but as yet it 
has not been reached. 

Society sees less of him than even the clubs. He is 
not in what is popularly dubbed the “400,” but he has 
a coterie of his own, most of them belong to the set 
which has made Tuxedo what it is. He is not known 
at Newport. 

Clothes do not to this magnate-to-be. 
He dresses quietly; plainly, if you please. His ties 
are dark, his hats conventional.

KING AND KAISER. 


SOME INCIDENTS SHOWING THEIR LONG STAND- 
ING FRIENDSHIP— EARLY ESCAPADES.

The approaching visit of the German Emperor to Eng- 
land furnishes, of course, in diplomatic and other cir- 
cles much food for conjectural politics. Quite persist- 
ently it is pointed out that the Kaiser's visit at the Cort 
of St. James will tend to mitigate much of King Ed- 
ward's dislike for his imperial nephew. There surely 
is neither proof nor reason for this alleged dislike. 
While it is more than possible that the King of Eng- 
land, in natural accord with the British general senti- 
ment, may look with apprehension upon the aggressive 
commercial policy and activity of Germany and her 
ruler, it is on the other hand a fact that Edward, the 
uncle, entertains a sincere affection for his nephew .Wil- 
helm, an affection which has stood the test of time. for. 
it extends back the younger days of the two mon- 
archs. 

More than a quarter of a Yentury ago, in the early 
part of the eighties, when Edward VII was stil] Prince 
of Wales, and the present Emperor oi Germany simply 
Prince Wilhelm of Prussia, the two princes were boon 
companions and, together with the late Crown Prince 
Rudolph of Austria, were in Europe generally referred 
to as the “royal triumvirate,” while,the most intimate 
court and aristocratic circles nicknamed them—with 
more or less reason—the “naughty trio.” Indeed, the 
English public, less restrained by laws in their freedom 
of speech than that of Germany or Austria, indicated 
their knowledge of Edward's frolics by indulging in a 
somewhat suggestive roundeiay, whose refrain ran thus: 


“We tell naughty tales 
To our good Prince of Wales, 
But we take off our hat to the Queen.” 

Edward paid, then, frequent and prolonged visits to 
Vienna and Berlin, and, together with Prince Wilhelm 
and Crown Prince Rudolph—all three dressed like ordi- 
nary citizens—iloved to mingle with the masses in their 
everyday life, enjoying keenly their droll humor. There 
are many stories abroad of the princes’ varied experi- 
ences. 

One day, while in Vienna, Edward and Wilhelm, 
plainly dressed, entered the so-called “Schwemme” of a 
resthurant, a room which corresponds somewhat with 
the bar-room of an American eating-house. Such a 
room, in Vienna, is exclusively used by servants, and 
also largely frequented by the Viennese “Fiakers,” public 
coachmen famous for their skillful and fast driving, 
their good nature and their drollery. The two future 
rulers sat down, ordered ir “stein,” and forthWith 
engaged in conversation with a number of stout whips, 
who, of course, did not know the identity of their inter- 
rogators. After some talk on general Viennese topics, 
the princes purposely began to upbraid the coachmen 
for occupying with their carriages for “stands” the most 
attractive portions of the city. 

“Why,” said Prince Wilhelm, “if I were the. Emperor 
I would not aliow you fellows to occnpy as stands for 
youn vehicles the finest of Vienna.” 

One stout charioteer louked for a mo.sent, with disgust 
_ stamped on his red face, at the speaker. Then he turned 
toward his brother coachmen. 

“Say, boys,” he called out loudly, “look at that fel- 
low! He wants to be the Emperor! Why, if you were 
the Emperor,” he continded, turning toward the futre 
ruler ot Germany, “you certainly wouldn't set a river 
on fire!” 

At another occasion the same two princes visited a 
“bier garten” in Berlin, where the table service was 
given by young and pretty waitresses. When they paid 
their bill, Prince Edward said to the handsome female 
who had waited on them: “My child, I shall aiat deal 
this gold piece if you correctly, or nearly so, can guess 
my station in life.” 

The girl, a genuine “Berliner .ind,” placed her arms 
akimbo and measured him with a scrutinizing glance.

Political Slang. 


STORIES IN A NUTSHELL OF THE 
ORIGIN OF CERTAIN PHRASES.

STORY lies hidden in many a commonplace 
A phrase, and particularly meaty with anecdote we 
find our political slang if only we take the trouble 

to crack it open. 

The familiar expression, “An ax to grind,” frequently 
attributed to Benjamin Franklin, originated with Charles 
Miner, who introduced the following tale of woe in a 
short, pithy essay published in a country newspaper of 
Pennsylvania during the year 1811. A little boy is 
asked by a man with an ax and an engaging smile if 
his father has a grindstone, and the family being in 
proud possession of that implement of welfare, the 
youngster leads the way into the back yard. 

“What a fine little fellow you are!” exclaims te 
stranger—quite casually as though scarcely conscious of 
speaking aloud. Of course the boy becomes at once his 
most obedient servant, and by more well-directed praise 
brings .ater to whet the wheel and heroically turns the 
grindstone until his small hands sting with blisters. 
But the moment the ax is ground, its owner calls his 
little fetch-and-carry slave “rascal,” crushes his new- 
born manly pride by bidaing him hurry off to school. 

The wire-pulling referred to in the political vernacular 
as “mending his fences” harks back to John Sherman’s 
ambition for Presidential honors. Shortly before the 
meeting of the Republican National Convention in 1880, 
Sherman slipped away from the Senate to his Ohio 
farm where presumably he was engaged in quietly fur- 
thering his desired ends. Thither he was pursued by a 
reporter, who suddenly bobbed up through a trapdoor one 
day, when Sherman and his brother-in-law were put- 
ting some’ new rails on worn-out fences. The brother- 
in-law, cornered by direct questions as to what Sher- 
man was doing now, jocularly replied: “Why, you can 
see for yourself; he’s mending his éences.” 

In the baffling complication of modern life the awk- 
ward posttion of “being on the fence’ has become a 
household experience, »* in its beginning the phrase 
was a political sarcasm referring to men who took no 
action in matters unti] they saw which way things were 
going: 

“A kind o' hangin’ round an’ settin’ on the fence, 
Till Providence pointed how to jump an’ save the most.” 

“Pipelaying,”. with its honest suggestiveness of a 
man’s work by the sweat of his brow, in plain American 
English stands for procuring votes by fraud, and refers 
to a political scandal! of 1835. The leaders of the Whig 
party in New York were accused of a plan to bring over 
a ‘large number of voters from Philadelphia, and, honor 
among thieves falling below par, one of the supposed 
conspirators gave away the whole proposition, producing 
letters in evidence in which the number of voters hired 
was spoken of as so many yards of pipe, the laying of 
pipes for the Croton water being at that moment a lead- 
ing New York activity. The Whig leaders indicated 
were subsequently acquitted by the jury, who decided 
that the accuser and the letters alike were fraudulent, 
but “pipe-laying” schemes had come to stay. 

“I acknowledge the corn,” meaning “I give in,” “I re- 
tract,” was a flash of humor lighting up a serious discus- 
sion in Congress during the early year of 1828. Andrew 
Stewart, indulging in oratorical license, made the pic- 
turesque statement that Ohio, Kentucky, and Indiana 
sent their haystacks, cornfields and fodder to New York

In 1811, when Elbridge Gerry was elected Democratic 
Governor of Massachusetts, both house at the State cap- 
ital were also Democratic—in short, the Democrats haa 
a corner on the local market. Eminently fitting was 
the’ moment for rearranging boundaries on the political 
map so that a large number of Federal votes might be 
thrown into one or two districts, leaving all the others 
‘controlled by the Democratic power. So remarkable an 
appearance had the new map, however, that Gilbert Stu- 
art declared it the express image of a salamander. 

“A salamander!” retorted a wit. “Call it a Gerryman- 
der instead!” 

“Not much of a shower” is the political turn of the 
sour-grape dable of our nursery days, and is often thrust 
into the teeth of an opponent who pretends to make 
light of a grave defeat. 

While Noah was building his ark a neighbor daily 
jJeered at his labor, but when the rains descended to 
the uncomfortable degree that the scoffer had to wade 
with water up to his chin, he approached the ark and 
begged to be taken aboard. Noah was obdurate in re- 
fusal—the zdéological crowd on board a sufficient excuse, 
perhaps, for turning the cold shoulder—and the drown- 
ing man waded off in a huff, calling back: “I don't be- 
lieve there's going to be much of a shower, anyway!” 

The rather anarchistic slogan ef “waving the bloody 
shirt,” the reprehensible attempt to inflame sectional 
passion long after the Civil War ended, has too weirdly 
picturesque an origin to be passed over in silence. All 
the way to Corsica we must go, back to the blood-letting 
days of endless feud. 

Before burial the victim of the little unpleasantness 
among friends was laid out on a plank, with his fire- 
arms close to the dead hands and his blood-stained shirt 
hung, a banner and a badge, above the unseeing dead 
face, while women huddied in black mantles, rocking 
and walling, encircled the corpse, and men bristling with 
arms close to the dead hands and his blood-stained shirt 
suddenly wife, mother, or sister of the deceased sprang 
up with a scream, snatched down the bloody shirt and, 
waving it, began a frenzied lamentation, a rhapsody of 
love for the dead, a tirade of curses upon his enemies. 

“To make up the slate,” a secret understanding of 
leaders before the convention officially. nominates can- 
didates, probably oricinated in an early use of a slate 
upon which names cou!d be easily chanced. 

“Log-rolling,” a mutua! assistance of persons in power 
without a too nice regard for the public good, had an : 
honest, commendable origin in the neighborly habit of 
back woodsmen helping each other in cutting down trees. 

“Mossbacks” was the pet name given to Democrats 
regarded fossil, particularly in the State of Ohio. The 
analogy apparent to any one, irrespective of party, who 
has been introduced to the old snapping turtle whose 
sluggish habits are responsible for the moss-like vege- 
tation growing upon its shell. 

“Jayhawks,” thrust upon the guerrillas during the 
Kansas troubles in 1886, was afterward applied to politi- r 
cal marauders generally, a jayhawk having so disrepu- 
table a disposition that he has been accused of killing 
innocent little birds for mere sport.

its best lights and atmospheres. 

For more than three years he worked on a particularly 
picturesque spot on the Wawona road, starting long be- 
fore day to get the early morning lights, before he was 
content with the camera's portayal. 

No less difficult are the mountain trails. The photo- 
graph of a small section—as much as the camera can 
take in—of the zigzag up the edge of tne almost vertical 
wall of the valley to Glacier Point, in which an altitude 
of 3200 feet above the valley's is reached by a mule- 
back ride of three miles, gives or no idea of the 
dizzy beights and depths and distances as the eye sees 
them from eyries on the way. When flying machines 
permit aérial positions for cameras, better effects may 
be secured In some instances, but when a mountain 
looms up where a _ tripod ought to stand, the case is 
hopeless. 

Overhanging rock at Glacier Point is a favorite sub- 
ject, as nature has been kind in providing camera room. 
The view is usually the same, the pictures being varied 
by the poses of more or less daring individuals on the 
rock, which is merely wedged in like a lever and may be 
made to vibrate by a person standing at the outer edge. 

A San Francisco acrobat, outdoing all previous comers, 
threw a backward summersault on this rock and per- 
formed many other feats for the benefit of Mr. Boysen’s 
¢amera. People see the pictures and wonder and ex- 
claim at the man’s fearlessness or foolhardiness, accord- 
ing to their point of view; but they have no thought of 
the photographer on a similar overhanging rock. The 
former was perfectly at home in his stunt, his mind 
wholly concentrated on himself; while the photographb- 
er’s attention must of necessity be intently fixed on the 
acrobat in order to catch him at the exact moment, and 
on the proper manipulation of his instrument, rather 
than on his own perilous position. 


An idea of how far either of them would have fallen, 
had they lost their headse—or their footing—may be 
gained from illustration No. 4, which, to the right, shows | 
about one-tenth of the distance to the floor of the val- 
ley. 

This picture is also a good illustration of the limita- 
tions of photography. One would not know by looking 
at it that the Yosemite Valley intervenes between Gla-

The pupils are asked to put themselves in communi- 
cation with the municipal labor bureau, which wil] ad- 
vise them as to the choice of a vocation, and give them 
the best chance possible to secure work. 


Yearly circulars are also sent to all the trade guilds 
and other labor societies to enlist their céoperation. 


The children respond readily to the aid given thém. 
Boys come by dozens to the offices of the bureau in “a 
search of positions as apprentice or beginner. Each 
brings a form of application filled up by himsel, but 
signed by his teacher. 

When the bureau finds a place for him he is notified 
by post card and presents himself for examination by 
the employer, wherever and whenever the latter may 
appoint. an 

Whether the boy takes the job or not he must report 
to the bureau the result of the interview, and this goes 
on until work is procured which suits him and whch 
he is able to do. 

For the direction of the boys the labor bureau has pre- 
pared, with the aid of expert employers and medical 
men, a handbook of the industries open to a boy. 
This handbook describes the different kinds of work, 
the qualifications necessary to each, the prospects of 
promotion or steady employment, the health conditions, 
the dangers and difficulties, the cost and time of train- 
ing and everything else which the boy and his parents 
ought to know before choosing his career.

ROSE HISTORY. 


More THAN ONE THOUSAND VARIETIES 
IN EXISTENCE. 


By Ernest Braunton. 


HE history of the rose family is an interesting one, 
extending back a long period of years, though the 
modern up-to-date rose is of comparatively recent 
origin. As an example, La France was the first of its 
type, and was produced in 1867—just forty years ago. 
The rose primarily consisted of native species less than 
a hundred in number and conceded by conservative bota- 
nists as comprising less than half a hundred species. 
But from these hundred or less species have sprung 
more than a thousand horticultural varieties, This large 
number of garden varieties represents roses which vary 
most remarkably in climatic requirements so that sone 
may be found for every quarter of the globe. it is in | 
the temperate zones, however, that roses flourish, ani ; 
still better in the northern hemisphere. It is in the 
same region, too, that most of the native species aie | 
found. Roses do not like extreme heat, and in the trop- |"' 
ics few native species are found except well up in the: § 
cool atmosphere of the mountains. We have ample evi- 
dence that cool climates are preferred by the rose from 
the fact that England and the coast region of Oregon | 
both grow finer roses than Southern California, though | 
we may pick some every month in the year, whereas | 
they cannot. All the parents of the modern race Of | § 
roses were single, though seldom are they seen in com- 
merce today and less in California than elsewhere. Rosa | 
rugosa and R. centifolia are the wild species most com- * 
monly known, though occasionally an American species | 
is cultivated. In another article we will give the several 
types of roses known today together with one or more | 
names of well-known varieties belonging to each type. 
Such a key should enable the rose fancier to readily 
recognize to what class a rose belongs, though rosarians 
occasionally disagree, and it is now known that numer- 
ous crosses have in some cases resulted in the parentage 
becoming lost in obscurity by reason of the complexity 
of races involved.

SKUNK FARMERS.

KUNK farming is becoming an important industry 
S in the United States, and yet the man who sug-

“About eight years ago some enterprising and imagi- 
native newspaper correspondent here in Washington 
sent out a purely fake story about the big money which 
was to be made in skunk farming, and gave this depart- 
ment as his authority.

“It does not take a prolonged and expensive investiga- 

It is not 
necessary to send a lot of special agents from the de- 
partment helter-skelter over the country to gather facts 
and figures. Not a bit. Just get one of these old-time 
fellows who has spent his entire existence on the farm 
and in the woods, and who is a close observer of the 
habits of ‘varmints,’ and he can give al! the information 
desirable. An old fellow like this can tell you when the 
first skunk appeared on the American continent, how 


often they have young, how many, how fast they grow, 


and to what age they live. From such information as 
this it is easy to figure out the facts you wish, and there 
fs but little doubt of its accuracy. 


“While there are nO official statistics on record, it is 
known that skunks—the American skunk—will begin 
breeding at one year old. They breed twice each year, 
and have litters of from five to thirteen, an avegage of 
eight to a litter. It is asserted that skunks can live on 
as little as any known animal, except the goat, and 
there is little expense in raising them. The skunk is of 
a different disposition to the coon, squirrel, and other 
animals and varmints; dor the skunk never becomes 
tame, and it is not to be supposed that people desire 
them for pets. 

“There are two distinct species of the skunk—the jet 
black and the black and white striped. The latter is 
regarded as one of the most beauti€ul creatures in the 
animal kingdom, but its breath is worse than an all- 
nighter’s after partaking of gin fizzes, Limburger, herrin 
tails and onions. 


It has been figured out that a man who understands 
skunk farming can begin on twenty skunks, fifteen fe- 
males and five males, and in a few years he can have a 
healthy bank account. It is not difficult to calculate how 
fast these twenty skunks wil! increase in number. Say 
you begin work in the early fall, and that in December 
they breed. Right from the jump you have an increase 
of 120 skunks, putting the average of each litter at eight. 
Well, in June they breed again, and i the same ratio 
of increase is kept up, at the expiration of one and one- 
half years you will have 7495 skunks. In four years. 
without some mishap, your skunks have increased in 
numbers to 3,780,000. Plain figures will show that this 
will be the increase. 


Put the pelts at $1 each, the pelts of 200 male skunks 
would bring $200: the oil at 50 cents an ounce would 
be worth $800. Then figuring as we did on the incread 
of skunks at the expiration of one and one-half years, 
you could kill 3700 male skunks, the pelts of which 
would be worth just as many dollars. The amount of oll 
gathered from this number would be 29,600 ounces, 
worth just $14,800. At the expiration of four years you 
would have killed 1,890,000 males, the pelts of which 
would be worth $1,890,000, and the oil, 15,120,000 ounces, 
$7,560,000, and still you would have 3,700,000 skunks left. 

These figures are not extravagant, and it is not sur- 
prising that the skunk-darming industry has grown so 
rapidly. Skunk farming discounts raising cotton or any 
other agricultural pursuit, and if there was some way to 
deodorize the skunk it would make the business much 
more profitable.

AM afraid that many of the readers of The Times 
] who think they are in the poultry business will mate- 

rially change their minds after reading this little 
skit. Business calls me to Sonoma-<«ounty about once 
a year, and it is only then that the possibilities of poul- 
try culture are really brougnt to my mind in tangible 
form. There it is carriéd on as a business much as the 
making of sugar, the growing of citrus fruits, or the pro- 
duction of any one of the leading staples. Hen fruit is 
contracted for by the carload and shipload; individual 
plants represent an investment of from $20,000 to $50,000 
each; poultry are hatched in bunches of 10,000 per 
month; and the whole business is carried along mitich as 


basic industry of many of the smaller towns of the So- 

‘moma Valley is the American business hen—her pres- 
ence predominates the landscape and keeps the rural 
population in ready money. In the successful prosecu- 
tion of the business there is no secret—it is simply a 
matter of creating the product at the minimum of cost 
and disposing of it at a fair margin of profit. To do 
this no elaborate plans are resorted to. For the most 
part the colony system prevails, which means simply 
that the fowls are staked out over the land in small 
bunches, with houses capable of accommodating from, 
twenty-five to forty head. The larger plants go into 
more detail, having fine equipments of incubator and 
brooder-houses, machinery for grinding and mixing ¢eed- 
ing material, usually operated by a gasoline engine, pack- 
ing-houses, etc. 
twenty-seven incubators, each with a capacity of #4 
eges. which are in operation the year round. The own- 
ers were formerly produce merchants in Petaluma, but 
gave it up to go into the chicken business. Their in- 
vestment In land, improvements and stock must be in 
the neighborhood of about $75,000. 

If a business of this kind “makes good” in one section 
of the State, why not in another: All through the San 
Joaquin Valley there is little indication of any great 
development, though in Southern‘California plants of a 
few thousand head are met with. Why is this? Surely, 
poultry will grow equally well in other portions of the 
Stat@than the Sonoma Valley. A plant well equipped 
and well manuged much like the more successful ones 
in and about this northern section would pay well 
within easy reaching distance of Los Angeles. 


Non-Returnable Egg Cases. 


Commercial breeders depending on San Francisco for 
their market are somewhat exercised oyer 4 movement 
among dealers to do away with the feturning of egg 
cases after the product has been disposed of. The cus- 
tom has’ been to allow free returns of the empty case. 
This has entailed some “looking after cases both on 
the part of dealers and of the producers. Under the new 
dispensation it is proposed to make the breeder supply 
his own non-returnable cases. The matter is creating 
some little discussion in the north, though there is 
something to be sald on both sides of the question. At 
present returnable cases cost the poultry farmer about 
75 cents each. During the year there is some loss, due 
to wear and tear and to every now and then a few miss- 
ing cases. In view of this there is a constant expendi- 
ture for pew cases.

‘The Grading of Eggs. 


The average breeder is quite apt te think the grading 
of his hen fruit as to freshness, size and color of shell 
is a matter of no real importance, and hence his product 
often goes to market in an “uneven” condition and suf- 
fers correspondingly in price. Again, no ‘two breeders 
will grade alike, hence the dealer invariably regrades the 
eggs himselé. 


As in fruit, the producer should always remember that 
his product will never be any better than it is when it 
leaves his hands and govern himself accordingly. y 
bring his eggs up to such a standard that they l 
grade extra fancy without the trouble of regrading is 
the desideratum to attain. This implies that his flock 
must be of one variety, or at least laying al) either 
brown or white-shelled eggs, and of sufficient number to 
market his product by the case every few days. In 
grading after eggs reach the dealers, breeders often suf- 
fer in having their product “go in” with eggs of same 
color and size, but much older, and hence far from what 
would be considered a really fresh egg. Where the eggs 
are marketed daily, graded and cleared, as they are in 
Petaluma, ideal conditions prevail, and the product 
reaches the consumers in nearly a perfect state. 


What Is Really a Good Egg? 


- Not long since an experienced poultry grower of 
brown-shelled eggs made the rounds of the high-class 
Los Angeles hotels and restaurants in an endeavor to 
secure a contract for really high-class eggs at a given 
price, several cents per dozen above the market for a 
product guaranteed to be fresh, and of the highest value 
in nutrition and flavor. His effort wa# abortive, the 
best offer he could get was the magnificent sum of 1 
cent above the daily quotation. Subsequently he tried 
the high-class grocery houses. Here he met with bet- 
ter encouragement, but the offer did not go beyond 6 
cents per dozen. This did not satisfy. He then pro- 
posed to place his product on consignment, exacting 

he get a set price from the dealer, who in turn was to 
ask a set price from the consumer. These eggs are 
packed in cartons, containing a guarantee as to, their 
freshness and explaining where they come from. Re- 
sult? Why these eggs are in constant demand by the 
best customers the establishment enjoys. The dealer 
gets his profit, the breed his priceNand the buyer sat- 
isfaction. Does this not prove that the survival of the 
fittest is also the go ee And this brings us 
back to our caption, “Whaf is a Really Good Egg?”

Pomelo Subject to Scale. 
T HE question is often asked why the grapefruit 


tree seems so much more subject to black scale 

than other citrus plants. The usual ‘reason given 
is, that the pomelo’s vigor of growth provides more 
available food for the insects than other trees, being ap- 
proached more nearly in this respect by the Valencia 


orange. If we knew the origin and history of this citrus 
a different explanation might be given concerning its

attractiveness to the black seale, It may be there is a 
flavor. or a nourishing element in the pomelo tree to 
Swntch this insect adapted itself in the early history of | 


the world. Or, that both the scale and the tree being im- 

portations here have developed coérdinately as host and 
parasite, as have the citrus and the white scale come.

The 
origin of the pomeio is a mooted question, some authori- 
ties making it Chinese and others Indian, and yet others 
averring that this ereat fruit came from Java. Perhaps 
no one wil! know till its wild prototype is found in some 
out-of-the-way place. 


Saki-Cured Persimmons. 


BOUT one year ago I met George C. Roeding, the 
A famous fig grower of Fresno, and he told me of cer- 
tain experiments he was making upon the removal of | 
the astringency of green Japanese persimmons. This | 
fruit may be grown bounteously in many sections of the 
State, but heretofore had to be sold on the local markets 
on aceount of the tenderness of the ripe fruit in trans- | 
portation. Mr. Roeding’s process is to gather the per- | 
simmons somewhat green, place them in tubs previously 
containing saki, or Japanese rice beer, and seal them up | 
in these vessels for about two weeks. When removed, 
the fruit is found to have lost its bitterness, and may be 
transported to distant markets. In fact, the Fresno gen- 
ius has made it a success commercially this season, and 
recently shipped 1000 pounds of saki persimmon through 
a fruit company to be sold in the markets of the East. 
The shipping was done in twenty-pound boxes, and sent 
out in refrigerator cars. 

This process is said to be extensively used in Japan, 
and Mr. Roeding’s attention was called to it by the De- 
partment of Agriculture, and he was induced to make 
the two years’ experiments now apparently successful. 
I know of one fruit grower near Los Angeles who has 
started a large orchard of Japanese persimmons for the 

oval trade. If the eastern people take to saki-cured 
persimmons, ' advise him to get In on the wave and send 
ro the Ortent for a lot of saki-saturated¢casks. 
Mr. Roeding, who ts one of the most enterprising and 
interesting fruit farmers of the Coast, has now added 
another special product to the canned olive, the fertil- 
ised fie. and everything else that promises success un- 
der careful experimentation and handling. The persim- 
mon experiment is being conducted also in Florida. It 
might be tried in Southern Indiana and [llinois, where 
wild persimmons crow in thousands of tons, but cannot 
be eaten till a severewrost ripens and unpuckers them to 
‘he potent of being perhaps the most delicate and delii- 
ious wild fruit in the temperate zone. I used to sell 
them at 10 cents a pall to the steamboat men on the 
Viestesippi. and had I known the Roeding process forty 
veers ago | might have been a great man by this time.

The soil should be cultivated very shal-_ 
low, 80 as not to disturb the roots. Breaking the roots 
starts a large number of suckers which have to be cut 
out and destroyed. 

“Blackberries, ike dewberries and raspberries, bear 
but one crop on the cane. That is, canes which spring 
up one year, bear the next. From three to six canes are 
sufficient to be kept in each hill. The superfiuous ones 
should be thinned out as soon as they start from the 
ground. The old canes should be cut off soon after fruit- 
ing and burned. The new shoots shoula be pinched back 
at the height of two or three feet if the plants are to 
support themseives. If they dre to be fastened to wirés, 
the canes may be allowed to grow through the season 
and be cut back when tied to the wires in the winter.or 
early spring.”—[California Cultivator. 


Tree Raspberry. 

“TREE RASPBERRY” is said to be the latest fake 

in the East. The horticu®ural department of the 
University of Wisconsin Experiment Station is warning 
farmers against buying the “Tree raspberry bushes.” 
Claims of indorsement are commonly made by agents 
without the knowledge of any one connected with the 
station. “It has been the policy of the Horticultural 
Department not to recommend novelties, for it has al- | 
ways advised the farmers of the State to purchase only 
known varieties and let the experiment station test the 
merits of the new varieties. The horticultural depart- 
ment has not tried the ‘tree raspberry,’ and has not 
had this plant brought to its attention.” 


Salsify-“Mock Oyster.” 

HIS is a vegetable that deserves wide cultivation. It 

will thrive on even poor soil, and manure should 
never be put close to the plants, as it causes them to 
throw out so many fibrous roots instead of attending 
strictly to business and making one strong root that 
will grow larger than a parsnip, and if rightly cooked is 
gifted with the faculty of making you think your meal 
is from the scallops of the ocean. After the thistle-like 
blossoms have dropped the seed, if the ground is moist, 
it will come up thickly and must be thinned to six inches 
apart, or if transplanted it must be done when quite 
young, as with all deep-rooted plants. It grows prolific- 
ally in California, and more than supplies the place of 
the parsnip that gets quite surly because the thermom- 
eter does not drop down below zero, so it can hibernate 
all winter.—(Kerman News.

Crop Rotation. 


NTERESTING experiments are to be made on the 

islands about Stockton to determine whether or not 
soil that has been well exhausted from continuous crops 
of potatoes can be restored to its original dertility and | 
productiveness. The tests are to be made by an expert 
of the United States Department of Agriculture. Pota- 
toés have been grown so long and continuously upon the 
land under inquiry that it now produces only half as 


Potatoes are known to be very exhaustive to soil, but 
it bas never been definitely ascertained just what ele-— 
ments are extracted from the soil by potatoes. Chemi- 
caleanalyses will be made of the land about Stockton to 
determine this. Tests will also be made in rotation of 
cropseas a possible means of restoring the “potato sick” 
land. Rotation is known to be a very effective means 
of conserving fertility in the raising of the cereals and 
cotton. It is not unlikely that the same is true of po- 
tatoes. At any rate, rotation and diversification of crops 
do no harm, and in most instances do the soi) much 
good, preserving itsefertility and maintaining its produc- 
tiveness.—[Fresno Herald.

Cleaning Up. 


ROM a cutting-down of the ¢orce of the city health 

department, to an extra expenditure of over $20,000 

in the month, is a considerable jump. That i¢ what 
the city fathers are doing, im response to a request 
of the doctors, the money to be used in a general 
clean-up, and rat-catching campaign. There are to be 
nine medical inspectors, at $150 a month, and several 
hundred other employés, at wages ranging down to $2.25 
per diem each, “and up.” 

Whether or not this sudden inspiration of cleanliness 
is due to a fear of the bubonic plague matters little. It 
is a good thing to have a clean-up. As the editor has 
shown, it is the only rational protection against epidem- 
ics of disease, of any kind. So, let us welcome a clean- 
up, by whatever motive it may be actuated. You have 
to threaten some people with the jail—or the devil—to 
make them behave themselves. 

As to the rat-catching business, the editor regards 
that as a waste of the people’s money—a foolish con- 
cession to the microbe superstition. If you remove the 
filth upon which the rats feed, you accomplish your pur- 
pose, and if you remove the rats and leave the filth, you 
are no better off than you were before. | 

There is no need whatever for any anxiety on the 
score of a possible outbreak of the bubonic plague, or 
any other such disease, in Los Angeles. Sporadic cases 
we may have, of this or any other filth disease, as the 
city grows, and the accumulation of filth grows with it. 
Until recently, Los Angeles had nothing of a slum dis- 


. trict, but now, unfortunately, with our incoming of cos- 
mopolitan population, that also is coming, with other | 


“modern improvements.” Let us make up our minds 
to hold it in check from the beginning. In a city that 
is large enough to give a half acre of land to every fam- 
ily, there is certainly no excuse dor crowding the popu- 
lation together in unsafitary tenements. 

It will do little good if we make a spurt for a month, 
and thén leave filth to accumulate again. Our streets 
should be kept much cleaner than they are. The un-
